MR, GEOUT GAINS ONE POINT.

One object of Mr. Grout's vigit, however, which
was 1o show thit the poll lsts were not con-
gplonously posted, was gained, and on return-
ing to the city he secured a warrant from Judge
Cullen for the a t of Michaei J. Johnson,
chalrman of the Board of Registry for the
Sixth Election District. Judge Cullen had
refused to take any action in  the matter
early yesterday morning, because there was no
sworn evidence that the officlals in Gravesend
had refused to allow the poll Nste 0 he In-
spected, but on Mr, Grout muking an affidnvit
10 the treatment he had received at Gravesend
the warrant was promptly lssued.

Speaking of the affalr at Gravesend to 1
Tribune reporter yvesterday afternoon. Willlam
J. Gaynor (at whose instance Mr, Grout had
made Fis visit to Gravesend) said:

“I am not unknown to the respectable peo- |

ple of Gravesend. t Hved In the adjoining town
of Flatbush, and mingled with them for seven
years of my life, and did favors to many of
them, and many of them have done kindnesses
to me. 1 can only appeal to them against
lawlessness, and [ appeal to all the pe of
the County of Kings, and especially to my 1 0em-
ocratie friends, for tolr treatment. 1 Was nomi-
nated by Republicans and Democrats for this
non-political office unexpectediy. 1 did not seek
it, but now 1 owe it as a duty, not merely to
myself, but tc my fellow-citizens, to demnd
falr play. 1 have done nothing as a public man
to deserve to be putlawed Ly the Democrats
of Kings County."”

Judge Cullen also issued summonses on the
chairmen «f the six election beards in Graves-
end to appear before him at 10 o'clock this
morning, und show cause why the poll lists
should not be shown to Willam J. Gaynor or
his agents.

CONGRESS HAS ADJOURNED.

THE SPECIAL SESSION ENDED.

FROCEEDINGS OF THE LAST DAY IN BOTH
BRANCHES,

THE HOUSE GETS INTO A DEADLOCK OVER THE
QUESTION OF PAYING EMPLOYES DURING

THE RECESS AND MR, HUTCHESON

LEADS A FILIBUSTERING MOVEMENT,
WHICH 1S STOPPED BY THE
FINAL FALL OF THE SPEAK-
ER'S GAVEL-THE SENATE
SESSION EXDS QUIETLY.

[NY TELEGRAPH 10 THE TRIBUNE.]

Washington, Nov. 3.—In the House of Repres
sentatives the last day of the “extraordinary
session” was marked by some extraordinary
proceedings and an unusual amount of cons
fusion, but it was barren of results, The last
thing done at last night's sitting was to vote
almost unanimously not to concur in the Senate
amendment to the Urgent Deficlency bill, which
was an {tem of about $21,000 to pay the salaries
of clerks to Senators for the months of Octo-
ber and November, 1880, This ltem was re-
jected by the House at the second session of the
LIst Congress, and at both sesslons of the last
Congress.  When the matter was before the
House last night Mr. Livingston, of Georgla,
who wns one of the conferrees, explained that
“the Sepators interested are nearly all Demos
crats and the clerks pearly all Democratio
clerks,” but inasmuch as “Senatorial courtesy”
does not prevall in the popular branch of Cone
gress, ita members, even those who are Demo=
crats, pald no heed to Mr. LIvingston's sugges-
tion, They seemed to think that it would be,
it not Immoral, at least wickedly extravagant
to pay the clerks of Senators for services when
Congress was not In session.  The result has
been that the Urgent Dieficiency appropriation
bill is still In conferenee and cannot become &
law until after the beginning of the regular
sesslon. This I8 unfortunate for a number of
reasons, ons of which Is that the bill carries an
appropriation of $127,000 to pay the wages of
janitors, watchmen, engineers, firemen and
other persons emploved in the public buildings
of the United States throughout the country,
the appropriations for which at the last session
were cut down by Holman and “Holmanlsm™
far below the estimates and the actual necessl
ties of this branch of the public service,

EMPLOYES TO SUFFER FROM * HOLMANISM."

In the debate on this proposition last night
Mr. Washington, of Tenncssee, a Democrat,
sald that he had besn informed at the Treasury
Department that “the funds for paying the em=
ginears, firemen and others, whose services are
absolutely necessary to keep the public build-
ings in a habitable condition during the winter
weather, have heen exhausted, and thelr
services have been dispensed with In many
of the public bulldings on account of the lack
of funds.” ““That Is the condition at Nashville,”
he continued, “and also with a number of
public  buildings elsewhere, and unless the
Urgent Deficiency bill becomes a law there
will be suffering among the clerks and officlals
generally on this account.” But the House of
Representatives, In Its devotion to prineiple,
pald no heed to this appeal. “Not a dime will
we grant until the Senate abandons thls at-
tempt to filch money from the National purse
to pay the private clerks of Senators for ser-
vices they did not perform,” was the ultimatum
of the Democratic patriots who control the
House of Representatives, This was the high
and safe ground, and It was a plty that the
Democrats had to abandon it.  They had ale
ready passed an adjournment resolution, there=
by laying the groundwork for a claim for
mileage at the regular session, and with that
a few of them thought they ought to be cone
tent. Not so the majority, however, which
fought and struggled until the expiration of
the last minute of the “extraordinary session™
for a resolution to do for their private clerks
the very thing which they had resisted with
Roman fortitude and virtue when the Senate
tried to do it for its clerks.

ITS SPASM OF VIRTUE SHORT-LIVED.

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, was the emie
nent Democrat who led this gallant but tempo=
riarlly unsueceessful rald against the National
Treasury., He offzred a resolution appropriat=

limr “a sum not exceeding $40,000" for the pay-

ment of House employes and clerks to members
from this date until the beginning of the regu-
lar sesslon,  Chalrman Sayers, of the Appropris
tiona Committes, opposed the resolutlon and
remiinded the House that it had just succeeded
in defeating a like proposition in behalf of the
¢lerks of Senators.  Mr. Kilgore, of Texas,
made the same point and remarked that when
the resolution authorizing clerks for members
was considered and pasgsed by the last Cone
gress the main argument in favor of it was that
the services of these clerks were absolutely necs
essary “to send out the publle documents and
other plunder of members” during the sessions
of Congress, rad would not be necessary when
the House was not in session. The joint reso
lutlor. was opposed by several other members,
and Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, suggested that it
be changed to a simple House resolution, which
would not require the concyrrence of the Sen-
ate or the approval of the President.
